Damascus has flatly rejected 
any form of participation in 
direct peace talks with Israel, 
The Jerusalem Post learned 
yesterday from Foreign Ministry 
officials. They added that U.S. 
Assistant Secretary of state 
Richard Murphy failed to discov- 
er any significant, fresh move- 
ment toward peace during his 
recent swing through Arab capit- 
als. 

Major movement in the direction 
of a start of talks between Israel and 
its neighbours to the east is expected 
in the coming weeks, however, as a 
deadline draws near for the 
announcement by PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat of his organization's 
position on recognition of Israel. 

It is understood that Arafat's 
deadline, set by Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak and Jordan’s King 
Hussein, is only a week or two away 
and certainly expires by December 
31. The two Arab leaders have told 


Arafat that he must by then 
announce explicitly his readiness to 
accept UN Security Council resolu- 
tions 242 and 338, tantamount to 
recognition of Israel’s right to exist, 
and perhaps also explicitly renounce 
terrorism against Israel. 

If Arafat makes the announce- 
ment, the way will be open for some 
sort of PLO participation in the 
peace process. But if Arafat fails to 
deliver the goods, it is understood, 
Hussein and Mubarak will feel bee 
to begin negotiating over the future 
of the administered territories with- 
out PLO input. Jordan will then 
submit a list of names of its Palesti- 
nian candidates for the joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
which will negotiate with the Amer- 
icans and, larer, it is hoped in Jeru- 
salem and Washington, directly with 
Israel. 

Foreign Ministry officials, review- 
ing the meeting in Jerusalem yester- 
day morning between Murphy and 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
sidestepped the question of the date 


of the deadline, saying only that 
Murphy told his host of “a certain 
impatience in Amman” as Hussein 
awaited an Arafat announcement. 
A1J movement towards negotiation 
hung upon Arafat's announcement, 
or the passage of the deadline with- 
out such an announcement. 

Murphy, according to ministry 
officials, reiterated his impression 
that Hussein remains committed to 
joining the peace process. Murphy 
arrived in Israel on Tuesday at the 
end of a swing through Middle East- 
ern capitals that included Cairo. 
Riyadh, Baghdad. Damascus and 
Amman. 

Murphy and his aides met with 
Shamir and Foreign Ministry offi- 
cials for some 75 minutes before the 
assistant secretary of state and the 
foreign minister closeted themselves 
alone for a half-an-hour talk. Minis- 
try officials revealed only that Mur- 
phy briefed Shamir on "the private 
meeting between President Ronald 
Reagan and Soviet leader Mikhail

Five suspects 
detained in ...

Israel, Egypt far apart 
as Taba talks resume

Egyptian and Israeli positions re- 
mained far apart as senior officials 
from the two countries resumed the 
Taba talks in Cairo yesterday. 

According to a Reuter report from 
the Egyptian capital, the Egyptians 
stuck to their demand that the dis- 
pute over the 700-raetre-Iong strip of 
Sinai coastline be submitted to inter- 
national arbitration. The Israeli 
team proposed that the two coun- 
tries first try a negotiating process 
defined in an annex to the 1979 
Israel-Egypt peace treaty as “con- 
ciliation.' 1 

But Egypt's head of delegation, 
Assistant Foreign Minister Abdel 
Halim Baddawy, said yesterday that 
he expects a general understanding 
to emerge from the current round of 
discussions. The talks are expected 
to end today and to be resumed next 
week in Herzliya. 

The Taba talks were suspended by 
Egypt two months ago in reaction to 
the Israel Air Force bombing of the 
PLO headquarters in Tunisia on 
October 1. 

The two sides reportedly discus- 
sed a compromis (a mutually agreed 
document outlining the terms of re- 
ference) for international arbitration 
or conciliation in the dispute. 

The Israeli team, headed by the 
director-general of the Prime Minis- 
ter's Office. Avraham Tamir, and 


Foreign Ministry Director-General 
David Kimche, arrived with an 
opening position of proposing a li- 
mited period of conciliation which, if 
it fails, should be superseded by 
submission of the dispute to interna- 
tional arbitration. The Egyptians 
have for months been pressing for 
the immediate submission of the 
problem to arbitration. 

It is possible that the Israeli team 
will propose, and that Egypt will 
agree, to a formula whereby the two 
solution-finding methods can be 
activated concurrently. That is, that 
after formally submitting the dispute 
to arbitration, and while the various 
arguments and counter-arguments 
are being formulated and examined 
by each side, Israel and Egypt could 
attempt to reach a solution by them- 
selves through conciliation. If this 
ultimately fails, no time will have 
been lost for the alternative process 
of arbitration, which in any case is 
likely to take many months to com- 
plete. 

The talks in Cairo began on Tues- 
day, with the first day spent on 
subjects of bilateral interest such as 
the Ras Burka incident and the nor- 
malization of relations between the 
two countries.

The religious factions in the Knes- 
set will not present the Who's a Jew 
law in the plenum this month on the 
preliminary reading because they 
realise that they cannot obtain a 
majority for the bill. 

At a meeting yesterday between 
representatives of the Alignment on 
the one hand and of the National 
Religious Party and Agudat Yisrael 
on the other, it was made plain that 
Alignment MKs would not be 
allowed to .vote for the amendment 
to the Law of Return requiring that 
all conversions conform with 
Halacha. 

Energy Minister Moshe ShahaJ. 
the Alignment minister who coor- 
dinates policy on behalf of Prime 
Minister Peres with coalition leaders 
at the parliamentary level, reminded 
Avner Shaki (NRP) and Avraham 
Shapira (Augda) that under the 
coalition agreement, any proposal 
calculated to alter the status quo on 
religious affairs has to have the 


approval of all coalition factions. 

Shahal turned down Shalri’s and 
Shapira’s request to let Alignment 
MKs have a bee vote. Without at 
least a handful of Alignment votes, 
the law can not pass. 

A defeat on a private members bill 
of this sort m«ans it can not come up 
again for another six months. Last 
night NRP and Aguda leaders 
seemed to be waiting for a more 
favourable opportunity. 

However, because of relentless 
pressure upon them by the Habad 
movement, the NRP and Aguda fear 
to admit publicly that they do not 
want to force a vote on Who's a Jew 
and go down to certain defeat. 

The two factions therefore 
claimed that Knesset Speaker Shlo- 
mo Hillel begged them to defer the 
preliminary leading because he is to 
attend the European Parliament in 
Strasbourg next week. Hillel told 
The Jerusalem Post last night that 
nobody had approached him on the 
subject. 


Murphy meets in Jerusalem 
with 9 leading Palestinians

U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy met yesterday 
morning with nine leading Palesti- 
nians from the West Bank and Gaza. 

The discussions about the pros- 
pects for peace talks did not yield 
any results, it is understood, and 
Murphy did not reveal more than has 
been generally known about the 
progress achieved during his current 
swing through the Middle East. 

Among those participating in the 
meeting at the Consulate-General in 
Jerusalem were Rasbad a-Shawa, 
former mayor of Gaza, Zafer AJ- 
Masri, the newly appointed mayor of 
Nablus, Elias Freij, mayor of Beth- 
lehem, and Hanna Siniora, editor of 
the Al-Fajr newspaper in East Jeru- 
salem. 


In Washington, State Department 
spokesman Bernard Kalb said 
yesterday: “Mr. Murpby has held 
such meetings in the past and, un- 
doubtedly, will in the future. Let me 
caution you against reading any new 
development into this meeting;. Mr. 
Murphy took advantage of his pre- 
sence in the area to exchange views 
with these Palestinians on a variety 
of issues, and its my understanding 
that he used the occasion to discuss 
briefly with them the (summit) meet- 
ing in Geneva.” 

Kalb denied that the meeting was 
designed to screen potential candi- 
dates to participate in a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation for 
negotiations with Israel. 

He described the nine Palestinians 
as “normal contacts of the U.S. 
Consulate-General in Jerusalem. ” , 


Shultz opposes extra aid for Israel 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). 


- U.S. 

Secretary of State George Shultz 
strongly opposes a bipartisan Senate 
move to increase aid to Israel in the 
1986 financial year by S531 million, 
according to a letter obtained by 
Reuters yesterday. 

The major new aid initiative was 
not needed, would force cutbacks in 
other U.S. programmes and might 
well remove Israel's incentive for 


economic reform, Shultz said in a 
letter to Senate Republican leader 
Robert Dole. 

The letter was dated November 
25, four days after the arrest of 
American Jonathan Pollard on 
charges of selling U.S. secrets to 
Israel. But Senate sources close to 
the funding issue said Shultz's 
opposition was not related to the spy 
case.

Prime Minister Peres and Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’i are to de- 
mand today that Education Minister 
Yitzhak Navon cut $50 million from 
his ministry's budget, according to 
Treasury sources.

The further slash of up to S200nu ; ’ 
was left to be formally approved 
after details were worked in negotia- 
tions with the ministries.

defence “cut” was only a bookkeep- 
ing exercise and that other measures 
were in reality tax-raising steps. 

Both Navon and Moda’i are likely 
to dig in their heels when they meet 
with Peres today in Tel Aviv. * 

The S50m. cut proposed by the 
Treasury is considered too deep by 
the Education Ministry, especially 
since the government has to pay 
teachers promised salary increments 
awarded by the Etzioni Commis- 
sion. 

The 5.8 per cent increase wfll cost

Sharett beat Sharon to 
idea of toppling Hussein 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. - Ariel Sharon, who 
several years ago ran for the Knesset 
on a ticket advocating toppling King 
Hussein's regime and replacing it 
with Palestinians, is not the first 
leader to have advocated that op- 
tion: Moshe Sharett considered the 
idea when he was foreign minister in 
the mid-1950s. 

This emerges from the still classi- 
fied protocol of a forum called the 
“Foreign Minister's Committee” 
which reportedly met on January 12, 
1956. 

Dr. Dan Pappe, a Haifa University 
researcher, claims he has seen the 
document according to which 
Sharett was authorized to get in 


touch with Britain and the U.S. 
concerning the possibility of top- 
pling the Hashemite regime in Jor- 
dan and setting up a Palestinian slate 
in its stead. 

Pappe reported his finding to a 
symposium on Israel and the Palesti- 
nian Challenge held at Tel Aviv 
University yesterday. He said that 
the late police minister Bechor Shii- 
rit considered the idea together with 
Sharett. 

Pappe told yesterday's symposium 
that Sharett originally favoured 
Jordanian annexation of the areas 
the UN had earmarked for an Arab 
state in its November 1947 resolu- 
tion.

Meir Cohen-Avidov's idea of 
proclaiming the coming Hebrew 
year, 5747. as “a year of internal 
aliya” caused much laughter in the 
Knesset yesterday when the Herat 
MK presented his motion for the 
agenda. 

The term “internal aliya" has long 
been used to denote the increase in 
the population. 

Elazar Granot (Mapam) 
announced - or bragged - that he has 
fathered seven children and re- 
quested Cohen's advice: "Should I 
go on. or may 1 stop?” 

Cohen argued vehemently that his 
plan had been distorted and misrep- 
resented - “as if I want to turn 
women into birth machines. The MK 
who put those words in my mouth 
should have the courage to get up 
and admit that I never said that." 

Sara Doran (Likud-Liberals): ‘T 
said it.” 

Cohen: “If you had a little self- 
respect, you would have said that / 
had never said it." 

When he had a chance to describe 
his plan without interruption Cohen 
said that the demographic outlook 
for the Jewish people is bleak in- 
deed. And since aliya is so weak, we 
should aim at 100,000 additional 
births in Israel next year. That would 
be more than the number of olim in a 
decade, he said. 

Cohen described the joys of hav- 
ing many children and the sorrow of 
a number of people he has spoken to 
who contented themselves with only 
two children.

But he did not rest his case on the 
joy of hearing the patter of little feet. 
He mentioned two practical incen- 
tives to spur parents' not to sLop after 
number two. (“The hist two chil- 
dren are the result of the parents 
egotism, and there is no need to 
reward them.”) 

First, parents should be able to 
send all children after their second to 
a day-care centre free of charge. 
Many women do not have more 
children because they want to work 
out of the home and find that the 
day-care fees eat up their wages. 

Secondly. Cohen is “sure" he can 
persuade Egged to give free passes 
to all “third and after" children. The 
pass should be valid until the age of 
22, after army service, he said. 

Labour and Social Affairs Minis- 
ter Moshe Katsav gave statistics 
bearing out Cohen's contention ab- 
out the grave demographic outlook: 

Only in Israel is the number of 
Jewish births greater than the num- 
ber of deaths. The Diaspora popula- 
tion is steadily declining. But even in 


Israel the average number of births 
per Jewish woman declined to 2.8 in 
1979-83 from 3.0 in 1972-75 and from 
over 3.5 in 1950-53. 

“Even if every family had three 
children and not four as Cohen advo- 
cated. we could be pleased," Katsav 
said, for that would counter-balance 
.the demographic decline in the Di- 
aspora. 

Katsav said he certainly supports a 
socio-economic policy that favours 
large, families. He did not actually 
endorse Cohen’s plan, but said that 
the government would discuss de- 
mographic problems at one of its 
coming sessions. The subject has 
been on its agenda for two months or 
so, he said. 

Sbttiamit Aloni (Citizens Rights 
Movement) said that at a time when 
we speak of democracy and equality 
it is unacceptable to advocate a “be 
fruitful and multiply” policy for Jews 
alone. In effect, Aloni said, Cohen's 
call was to burn all contraceptives 
and to hound any woman who wants 
to abort. 

Cohen: “Who ever said such a 
thing?” 

■ Aloni: “That can be inferred from 
what you said." 

Cohen: “You have a sick imagina- 
tion.” 

The motion was referred to the 
Labour and Social Affairs Commit- 
tee by the votes of the Likud and the 
religious factions against those of the 
Democratic Front for Peace and 
Equality and of the Progressive Lis'!

Apartment falling, crime rising, 
government yearbook reports

Everything you wanted to know about the government but didn't know 
whom to ask is summarized, listed and quantified in the latest edition of the 
■Israel Government Yearbook, which has jnst been published by the Govern- 
ment Information Centre. - s 

The most popular section of the volume, according to Information Centre 
director Ya’acov Schatz, is the 100-page listing in Hebrew and English (the 
rest of the book is only in Hebrew) of senior government officials and the 
structure of the various ministries and public authorities. 

Among the facts disclosed by the yearbook are the following: 

• Twelve million persons have passed over the Jordan bridges since the 

“open bridge” policy was instituted. ; 

• At the Egyptian border in the Hebrew year 5745, there were five 
incidents of exploding mines without injuries, 215 infiltrations and 220 illegal 
exits. 

• Last year, the price of the average apartment fell by L2 per cent in dollar 
terms. 

• The president pardoned 71 prisoners; 60 received shortened terms. 

• Czechoslovakia remains the only countiy in the Communist bloc that 
does not permit Israelis to enter its borders. 

• Crime increased by 5.2 per cent last year compared to the previous year. 

• About 15,000 families have a breadwinner with a drinking problem. 
Only 850 alcoholics are treated each year in a special live-in facility. 

• Only 39 per cent of foreign tourists to Israel are Jewish; 58 per cent last 
year were Christians and Moslems, and “others" constituted 3 per cent. 

• -After four years in crisis, the diamond industry in Israel has revived and 
has become the most active of its kind in the world. 

The 56S-page softcover book, printed in 1 ,700 copies, is for sale at IS24.000 
at outlets for government publications and bookstores. 


Bank chairman freed on IS50 million bail

Thousands flee gas leak in India 


NEW DELHI (AP). - A cloud of 

acrid, nonpoisonous gas billowed 
from a leaking fertilizer plant yester- 
day sending thousands fleeing in 
panic and creating brief cbaos in the 
Endian capital one day after the first 
anniversary of the Bhopal gas leak 
that killed more than 2.000 people. 

More than 200 people were given 
first aid and released but 142 were 
hospitalized, including nine in se- 
rious condition, P.A. Sangma, Indi- 
a's Minister of State for Home 
Affairs, told parliament. 

An opaque white vapour en- 
veloped congested west and central 
New Delhi in the morning, and tens 
of thousands of people fled, 
coughing and gasping, holding hand- 
kerchiefs over their faces. 

All businesses, major bazaars and 


schools were closed, homes locked 
and traffic snarled, but activity was 
back to normal by mid-afternoon. 

The leak occurred at a private 
fertilizer plant in industrialized west 
New Delhi when corroded metal 
supports of a 40-ton storage tank 
collapsed, the capital’s Lieutenant- 
Governor told reporters. About 10 
tons of oleum gas, a non toxic com- 
ponent of fertilizer, escaped, police 
said. 

It was the latest of more than 30 
reported chemical leaks and acci- 
dents throughout India since the 
Bhopal gas disaster last December 3. 
At least five people have been killed 
and hundreds injured. 

A judicial inquiry was ordered 
inro yesterday's leak and the plant 
was closed. 


Three officials of the fe rtiliz er 
plant where a minor chlorine gas 
leak occurred September 10 were 
arrested on charges of “causing in- 
juries due to negligence." a police 
spokesman said. He said oleum gas 
is not poisonous, “causing irritation 
but no serious effects.'* 

Meanwhile, in New York, the 
Citizens' Committee on Bhopal re- 
commended that employees and 
people who live near chemical plants 
should be allowed to participate in 
frequent audits of the plant’s safety 
operations. 

The group describes itself as a 
broad coalition of environmental, 
consumer, church and workers 
groups, trade unions, medical, legpj 
and scientific organizations and 
“concerned individuals.” 


More clashes 
mS. Africa 

CAPE TOWN (Reuter). - Clashes 
between South African police and 
rioters continued yesterday and 
Tuesday night, police said, despite 
President P.W. Botha's assertion 
that the revolutionary momentum in 
black townships was slowing. 

Unrest was centred on the Cape 
Province. At the Crossroads shanty 
town police fired shotguns at 
stonethrowers, killing a black man 
and injuring another, police said. 

Elsewhere in the Cape, police 
clashed with crowds of youths who 
set vehicles *alight or attacked them 
with stones. 

On Tuesday Botha lifted 
emergency rule in eight magisterial 
districts, most of them in the eastern 
cape. But a state of emergency re- 
mains in force in major cities in the 
Cape and in the Transvaal. 

Winnie Mandela, the wife of 
jailed black leader Nelson Mandela, 
Tuesday openly defied a govern- 
ment banning order, vowing at a 
mass funeral to avenge the deaths of 
13 people killed in clashes with 
police.

McFarlane - A brief but dazzling stay at the top 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - 
Robert McFarlane enjoyed a brief 
but dazzling burst of power as Presi- 
dent Reagan’s national security 
adviser. 

A former U.S. Marine lieutenant- 
colonel with a self-effacing style, 
McFarlane spent little over two 
years in the White House and began 
to shine in public only lately. Yet 
administration advisers said his in- 
fluence had come to rival that.of the 
secretaries of state and defence . 

McFarlane. 48, enjoyed excep- 
tional access to the Oval Office and 
placed his stamp on presidential de- 


cisions on such matters of grand 
strategy as U.S.-Soviet arms control 
and the “Star Wars” strategic de- 
fence initiative. 

But in recent months he has been 
involved in a bitter territorial strag- 
gle with Donald Regan, the tough 
ex-Treasuiy secretary who took over . 
as White House chief of staff last 
January from James Baker. 

Administration sources said 
McFarlane had become increasingly 
resentful of Regan’s authoritarian 
“chief-executive-officer” manage- 
ment style as well as his attempts to 
wield more influence on foreign poli- 


cy and security issues. 

Friends of McFarlane. generally 
credited with the top foreign affairs 
expertise in the White House, were 
quoted as saying he became fed up 
and decided to quit because, as one 
intimate put it, he felt he was “at the 
mercy of Regan.” 

Some officials, said McFarlane- 
Regan tensions reached the break- 
ing point at the November U.S.- 
Soviet summit in Geneva, the 
foreign-policy high point of the 
Reagan administration, with McFar- 
lane feeling hemmed in by a domi- 
nant Regan. 


THE CONVERSION TO 
THE NEW SHEKEL ITU 

Tbe change-over to the new shekel will be instituted on January 1,1986. 
Remembering the following important points will help to make 
if as smooth as possible. 


1. CHECKS 

From 1.1.86, only checks issued in new shekels 
may he used. Account holders may order books 
of new shekel checks or have the old shekel 
check books stamped, to convert them to the 
new shekel denomination. 

A. Ordering New Shekel Check Books 

New shekel check books may now be ordered 
from the banks. Ton are advised to order them in 
advance. 

B. Stamping of Old Shekel Check Books 
Checks issued in old shekels may not be used 
from 1.1.86, but such checks may be converted 
for use after this date with a special stamp as 
follows: 

1. Private account holders should take their old 
shekel check books to their banks and have them 
stamped with the new shekel symbol. 
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2. Organizations, companies and bodies with 
checks printed on continuous computer paper, or 
with large quantities of old shekel check books 
can have them converted to the new shekel 
denomination , in accordance with rules drawn up 
by the Bank of Israel. You are asked to turn to 
your bank branch for instructions. Please note , 
the space of an old shekel check originally 
reserved for the amount and overprinted by the 
conversion stamp should remain blank. The 
banks will not honor a check after it is stamped if 
anything is written over the newly /narked sign. 

C. Depositing Post-dated Checks for Collection 
The public may deposit checks issued in old 
shekels and dated 1.1. 86 or later in their bank. 


The bank will convert the check amount to new 
shekels. Those who deposit such checks for 
collection in the period 1.12-31.12.85 . will be 
exempt from the usual fee for this service. From 

1. LS6 . old shekel checks can be deposited with 
the banks and will be handled by a special 
procedure . 

2. BILL PA YMENT ORDERS 

1. Up to and including 31. 12.85, the banks will 
accept bill payment slips issued in old shekels 
only. 

2. Starting 1.1.86, the banks will accept bill 
payment slips denominated in old or new 
shekels. (The amount on old shekel slips will be 
honored after being converted to new shekels 
and rounded as appropriate.) At a later date, an 
announcement wiii be made of tpe date after 
which old shekel payment slips will not be 
accepted. 

3. In order to prevent errors, payment slips 
issued in new shekels should be prominently 
marked with the worlds . “new shekels” and 
should carry a note saying that they are not 
usable before 1.1.86. 

4. Organizations , institutions , companies and 
other bodies that issue payment slips, should 
check with their bank on the wording of slips 
they intend to print. 

Bodies that provide magnetic tapes, lists, credits 
and debits, and authorized credits and debits are 
asked to contact their bank in order to 
coordinate this matter.

Warsaw Pact ‘will match U.S. arms build-up’ 


EAST BERLIN (Reuter). - Soviet 
Defence Minister Marshal Sergei 

Sokolov, describing East- West rela- 
tions as still tense . pledged yesterday 
that the Warsaw Pact would match 
any U.S. arms build-up. the official 
ADN news agency said. 

Sokolov was speaking to East 
German leader Erich Honecker at 
the end of a Warsaw Pact defence 
ministers' meeting, delayed by the 
death of f£ast German Defence 
Minister Heinz Hoffmann on Mon- 
day. 

Western diplomats said the meet- 
ing, chaired by the pact's supreme 
commander. Marshal Viktor Kuli- 
kov, was expected to have reviewed 
last month’s Soviet-U.S. summit in 


Geneva. 

Defence ministers and senior 
military officials opened talks Tues- 
day after a minute’s silence for 75- 
year-old Hoffmann, who died of a 
heart attack. Ceremonies to swear in 
the new minister. General Heinz 
Kessler, apparently caused the prog- 
ramme to continue yesterday. 

East Germany pledged a 7.7 per 
cent increase in its 1986 defence 
budget last week, apparently react- 
ing to Soviet demands that allies 
shoulder a greater burden in military 
spending. 

Other East European countries 
are expected to do die same, while 
official Soviet figures show minima l 
growth for 1986. 


Reagan: Gorbachev is determined, but ready to listen 


FALLSTON, Maryland (AP). - 
President Reagan called ou the 
Soviet Union yesterday to “draw 
back the barriers that separate our 
peoples” and cooperate with the 
U.S. in a wide-ranging exchange of 
students, athletes, scientists and 
citizens. 

Plugging anew the idea he first 
touted before meeting with Soviet 
leader Gorbachev last month. 
Reagan said in remarks at Falston 
High School in rural Maryland that 
he hoped such trade-offs would build 


a safer world for the coming genera- 
tion. 

Reagan told the students and 
faculty that his 15 hours of talks with 
Gorbachev showed him that the 
Soviet leader was “a determined 
man, but one who is willing to lis- 
ten.” 

Despite the lack of majot accords 
reached on such issues as arms con- 
trol, Reagan said Gorbachev held 
out “the promise of change” and 
‘ said he wanted better relations be- 
tween the two peoples. 


Five hurt in blast at American bank in Antwerp 


ANTWERP (AP). - A powerful 
bomb blast yesterday heavily dam- 
aged a downtown branch office of 
the .Bank of. America. Police said 
five women were hospitalized, one 
with a foot injury, the others suffer- 
ing from shock. 

Responsibility for the attack was 
claimed by the Cellules Com- 
munistes Combattantes (Fighting 
Communist Cells) terrorist group in 
phone calls to a local police station 
and a bank official only minutes 


before the 11:40 a.m. blast, a police 
spokesman said. 

Bank manager Marcel Levens said 
some 140 people inside the bank 
were evacuated before the blast. 

“I have no idea what the damage 
is” he said. 

Leaflets bearing the £CC logo, a 
five-pointed red star, were found 
near the building before the explo- 
sion, warning passers-by to take cov- 
er. 


Ghanaian who spied on U.S. hailed on return home 


ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast (AP). - A 
Ghanaian convicted in the U.S. of 
spying on the U.S. Embassy in Gha- 
na returned home to a hero's wel- 
come in this West African nation, 
Ghana's state-run radio said yester- 
day. 

Michael Soussoudis, a relative of 
Ghanaian leader Flight Ll Jerzy 
Rawlings, was greeted by thousands 
of cheering and s inging supporters 
Tuesday at the airport in Accra, 
Ghana's capital. 

The radio, monitored in neigh- 
bouring Ivory Coast quoted Sous- 


soudis as saying he was lured to the 
U.S. after the arrests in Ghana of 
suspected agents for the U.S. Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency. 

Soussoudis was arrested near 
Washington. D.C.. in July- with his 
American girlfriend, Sharon Scran- 
age, a former CIA employee in 
Accra, and convicted of spying on 
the U.S. embassy in Ghana. 

He was sentenced to 20 years in 
prison, but was freed and allowed to 
return home in exchange for eight 
Ghanaians arrested in Accra for 
alleged collaboration with the CIA.

- A Norwegian 
protest group said yesterday it would 
present an alternative peace prize to 
a jailed dissident Soviet psychiatrist 
as controversy grew over the award 
of the 1985 Nobel Peace Prize to 
Soviet Dr. Yevgeny Chazov.

Carol Novis reports on 
Dr. Westheimer - a Jew- 
ish grandmother who is 
one of the most popular 
authorities on sex in the 
U.S. 

SHE'S THE picture of a Jewish 
grandmother. Short and be amin g, 
she speaks with a German accent, 
and her background includes a nar- 
row escape from Holocaust Ger- 
many and a stint as a metapelet in a 
local kindergarten. 

But this bubbe look-alike is a hot 
media queen, whose expertise is not 
in how to make chicken soup, but in 
how to make love. 

Dr. Ruth Westheimer has to be 
the most unlikely sex expert ever to 
hit the United States. But she may 
well be the most popular. 

Westheimer hosts a popular 
phone-in programme on a New York 
radio station every Sunday night and 
an even more popular weekly cable 
TV show. She also lectures, gives 
seminars, runs a private practice and 
writes. Her first book - Dr. Ruth's ‘ 
Guide to Good Sex - came out in an 
edition of 100.000 paperback copies. 

The perks of stardom - the furs, 
the limousines, the recognition - 
make her positively gleefiil. They 
were slow in coming and painfully 
earned. Today, effervescent and. 
bouncy while she talks of pills and 
jelly. Westheimer is thoroughly en- 
joying herself. 

Life was not always so good for 
her. In 1939. she was sent with a 
group of refugee children from 
Frankfurt to Switzerland in an 
attempt to save them. While she and 
the children survived, Westheimer 
never saw herparents again. She was 
left feeling guilty that she did not 
save them. She had been an only 
child. 

A devoted Zionist, she came here . | 
at age 16 to live on a kibbutz and 
studied to be a kindergarten teacher. 
What she really wanted to do was. 
study medicine, but as a refugee 
without family or money, she had to 
give up on that idea. - 

Westheimer married and left for 
Paris, where she worked in a kinder- 
garten and studied psychology at the 
Sor bonne. But when her husband 
returned to Israel, Ruth went to the 
United States — with her second 
husband. (That marriage also fell 
apart, although her third, to a 
German- Jewish telecommunica- 
tions consultant, has been a success.) 

In Manhattan, a single mother, 
Westheimer worked as a maid at 
nights and studied during the day. 
She earned a masters degree in 1959, 
and 11 years later, a doctorate in 
education. When she was appointed 
project director at Planned Parent- 
hood in 1967. Westheimer realized 
she had found her niche. 

One day, the manager of a radio 
station happened to hear her give a 
lecture on sex education. Site was 
offered a 15-minule radio slot at 
midnight - and Dr. Ruth Westheim- 
er, media star, was born. Today her 
show is broadcast in 45 cities and 
elicits about 4,000 calls a week. 

In light of the high tolerance for 
explicit - even kinky - sex in the 
American media, Westheimer’s 
advice is low-key. “I’m a square,” 
she says, explaining that she refuses' 
to dead with issues beyond her own 
moral boundaries - such as incest or 
violence. She adds that she has never 
had to cut an obscene phone caller 
off the air. 

Westheimer does have a graphic, 
even a startling, imagination which 
gives her a radio personality— unlike 
that of anyone else. 

To a man who was afraid his 
personal measurements were abnor- 
mally small, she suggested sending 
her the figures, then, she saidmatter 
of factly, she could reassure him. 

The father who panicked because his 
son w 3 s spying on a neighbour was 
told not to scold him- “It’s unrealis- 
tic to expect him not to spy,” Westh- 
eimer said: then added, “If you want 
to watch, too, do it through another 
window. Or tell the neighbour to 
pulidowntbe blinds!”

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THE WORLD Health Organization 
(WHO) like other UN agencies 
suffers from politics, and when the 
U.N. talks politics Israel does not 
always turn up trumps. 

But when the WHO launched a 
programme, in 1981. to propagate 
relief from pain for cancer patients, 
Israel was one of the five countries 
chosen for a study of the subject. 

! This was due in large measure to 
Professor Mark Swerdlow, one of 
the initiators of the programme, who 
I is Jewish and identifies with Israel. 

*1 wanted Israel in .and met no 
opposition,” he told The Jerusalem 
Post recently. 

Swerdlow, who is a specialist in 
the treatment of chronic pain, 
teaches at the Hope Hospital in 
; Manchester, England, and serves as 
a WJIO consultant. 

His work on fee cancer pain relief 
programme brings him to Israel 
twice a year- to the Ram bam Medic- 
al Centre in Haifa, where he works 
with Professor Jesmond Birkhan, * 
I head of its Chronic Pain Clinic, and 
with Professor Eliezer Robinson,

head of the Oncology Institute, as 
well as to the Hadassafr Medical 
Centre in Jerusalem. 

In an interview with The Post at the 
Ram bam Medical Centre, Swerdlow 
said the programme is especially 
targeted for developing countries 
which can neither afford nor cope 
with “$100,000 instruments.” 

“The knowledge and the means to 
relieve the pain of cancer exist; what 
is needed is propagation of fee 
knowledge and the very simple 
means of relief - drugs,” be said. In 
the handbook the WHO is to publish 
as a result of the programme, the 
analgesic ladder - from mild drugs to 
morphine - will be clearly set out, 
including the proper doses and time 
intervals. 

The five experimental countries 
are Brazil, India, Israel, Japan and 
Sri Lanka. Studies focusing on the 
percentage of cancer patients who 
suffer pain and get pain relief treat-

ment were conducted in each of 
these countries by local experts. 

In 1982, doctors from the five 
countries, joined by six renowned 
specialists, met in Rome. “We sat 
down and produced a draft for a 
30-page handbook with guidelines 
for the treatment of cancer pain,” 
Swerdlow said. 

He cautions that it would be 
erroneous to believe that only the 
developing countries lack proper 
treatment for cancer pain. “I know 
some high-class districts in Britain 
and the U.S. A. where the treatment 
is by no means good. In some places 
“there is no treatment at all.” he said. ' 

Prior to fee proposals in fee hand- 
book being finalised for publication 
and dissemination by the WHO by 
1987, they are being field-tested in 
30 countries, including Israel. 


The feedback so far “shows fee 
suggested treatments to be very 
satisfactory with very many pa- 
tients,” Swerdlow said. 

Obviously it is better to treat the 
cancer and fry to cure it. “The first 
thing that will appear in the hand- 
book will be the advice ‘if it is 
possible to obtain treatment for can- 
cer in your country', get it,’ followed 
by a list of possible treatments.” 
Swerdlow noted. 

Cancer is the world's number- 
three killer, after bean disease and 
strokes, and at any given time 40 
million people suffer from cancer, 
worldwide, Swerdlow said. Many of 
them suffer pain that is not treated. 

“Our message is that there is no 
need to suffer cancer pains and that 
every human being has the right to 
relief from them,” Swerdlow and 
Birkhan said. “Our aim is to provide 
cancer patients with quality of life, 
and, when there is no cure, a digni- 


fied death. 

People are not generally aware 
that pain treatment is available. 
Even doctors lack sufficient know- 
ledge and sometimes make incorrect 
use of the available means, or refrain 
from using them for fear of addic- 
tion. which is irrelevant wife incur- 
able cancer, Swerdlow noted. 

• He pointed out that a recent U.S. 
study of 20 current textbooks on 
cancer and its treatment revealed 
that, from 7.800 pages, a mere 17 
were related to pain. 

Indeed, the knowledge that can- 
cer pain can be effectively treated “is 
pretty recent" and its dissemination 
is therefore of major import. 

Swerdlow also noted that a lot of 
cancer patients suffer ‘because of 
cancer's reputation of pain.” This 
ordeal is quite unnecessary. 

“The facts are that in the early 
stages only 30 per cent of cancer 
patients suffer appreciable pain. In 


the later stages the proport io 
to 50 and to 80 per cent.” 

In other words, pain is not 
able, yet patients may spend l( 
weeks or months uf their lives ? 
ing from the fear of somethin 
may not happen to them. Swt 
said. An important pan of the 
ment therefore is to reassui 
tienis that treatment and pain 
are certainly possible.

President Chaim Herzog yester- 
day challenged the tourist indusuy 
to attract greater numbers of Jewish 
tourists to the country. He was 
speaking at the annual “Outstanding 
Promoters of Tourism” awards cere- 
mony at Beit Hanassi. 

Noting that fewer than 20% of 
American Jews bad visited Israel, 
Herzog emphasized that an escala- 
tion in Jewish tourism would serve to 
strengthen ties between Israel and 
the diaspora and help form a bridge 
to aliya. 

Israel's achievements to date in 
tourism, he said, are just a small 
fraction of the potential. If that 
potential is properly exploited, tour- 
ism could well become the founda- 
tion of Israel’s future economy, he 
added. 

Reuven Vitaly, the chairman of 
the 15-member public committee 
appointed by Tourism Minister 
Avraham Sharir to select the win- 
ners of the 1984 awards, disclosed 
that several enterprises which are 
leaders in their branches of tourism 
did not rate a mention in the final 
lists, because they had been tardy in 
furnishing the relevant data. 

Named as the outstanding indi- 
vidual promoter of tourism was 
Aaron Rosenfeld. 86. of Haifa, who 
has been active in the shipping indus- 
try since 1923. To this day, Rosen- 
feld personally goes down to the 
docks to meet his ships when they 
come in. 

The institution credited with mak- 
ing the most significant contribution 
to tourism is Betb Hatefutsoth, 
which in the six years of its existence 
has hosted over 2.5 million visitors, 
half of whom were tourists. Beth 
Hatefutsoth in 1982 received the 
British Travel Writers Prize. 


Award winners in the 5-star hotel 
category were the King David Hotel, 
Jerusalem, and the Sheraton Hotel, 
Tai Aviv; 4-star hotels, Ramada Re- 
naissance, Jerusalem, Galei Zohar, 
Dead Sea, King Solomon, Eilat and 
Nof Ginossar guesthouse; 3-star 
hotels.

You 
can't expect industrialists, no matter 
from what sector - private, govern- 
ment, kibbutz or Histadrut - to ex- 
port unless they make a reasonable 
profit.” 

The latest blow was the govern- 
ment's decision to cut $77 million out 
of the help it had promised industrial 
exporters. He thought that this cut 


Tiberg thought that the root of the 
problem was the fact that the gov- 
ernment bad “fallen in love” with its 
programme to bring inflation to a 
stop and to cool off tbe economy. 
But this was understood to be a 
temporary move, which would be 
followed by an upsurge of economic 
growth.

markets more and more to finance 
its own expenses- instead of cutting 
these expenses, he said. \ 

The Investment Centre had in- 
deed announced its approval of a 
series of new projects, he explained. 
“But approval does not mean actual- 
ly building a factory and equipping 
it. The centre will simply register die 
approval and wait for better times." 
The entrepreneurs concerned simply 
don't have the funds to do anything, 
since the government is constantly 
cutting back on its help. 

Tiberg also complained that not 
only was there no capital available to 
finance economic growth, but that 
the government’s new fax policy was 
depriving the companies of any pro- 
fits, whfle at the same time imposing 
higher taxes. “We are now witnes- 
sing a situation where companies, 
once solvent, are being forced to 
borrow money to pay their taxes - 
and I mean companies which are 
losing money.? 

In every “western democratic 
country which wanted to encourage 
growth, equipment could be depre- 
. dated within two or three years, “tie 
continued. “This was reasonable, 
since every four or five years- there 
was a new generation of equipment. 
But in Israel, equipment has to be 
depreciated over a period of ten 
years.” 

Income taxes on workers were so 
high as to stifle productivity, he said. 

It was bard, if not impossible, to find 
anyone willing to work the second or 

third shift . 

And to clinch the bad situation of 
industry, the prices of its products 
were frozen, while the cost of labour

and raw materials was rising. Tlberg 
admitted that while interest rates 
had dropped, they were still incred- 
ibly high. “Its an optical illusion that 
real interest must be considered only 
after subtracting the cost-of-living 
index. We are paying our workers 
c os t-of-livin g allowances, and since 
we cannot raise prices, die real in- 
terest rate is the nominal interest in 
our .case.” 

Tiberg said that 40 to 50 factories, 
which between them produced ab- 
out 100 products, were in such a bad 
way that they faced disaster unless 
they could raise prices. 

He called on tbe government to 
allow them to do so. 

Tlberg also rejected the notion 
that industrialists had increased their 
prices lately. “What has happened is 
that tbe wholesalers and tbe retailers 
have raised prices, and placed tbe 
blame on us.” 

The only solution, he believed, 
was either for the government to 
devaluate the currency, thus helping 
exporters, or to grant them a one- 
time compensation, as had been 
done before. “The main thing is to 
convince the government to stop 
vegetating and to take those moves 
that will restart growth."

Nasser again confers on Ata 


Platinum outshines gold and silver 1 Profit-taking— and buying

to buy Ata. Nasser arrived in Israel 
yesterday and conferred on the issue 
with Housing Minister David Levy. 

Nasser told Levy be was prepared 
to accept the conditions set by the 
committee last week and to purchase 
Ata. Those conditions were based 
on limited government aid and on a 
$5 million contribution by rbe His- 
tadrut. which Finance Minister 
Moda'i said was promised to him a 
year ago by Secretary-General Yis- 
rael Kessar. 


The Histadrut has already stated 
that the promise of $5m. was given 
when the prospective buyer was the 
Qal corporation* and will not apply 
in the case of Nasser. The most the 
labour federation is prepared to give 
nowis$2m. 

Moda’i will meet today with Nas- 
ser to hear the industrialist’s propos- 
als. According to the Treasury the 
success of the efforts to reopen Ata 
depends on the Histadnit’s- willing- 
ness to honour its pledge. 

Levy said after his meeting with 
Nasser that it is possible to save Ata 
»f ‘‘prestige considerations” are left 
aside. He added that the economic 
lives of people depend on the success 
of those efforts. 


^General Dynamics hit by suspension 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
future of General Dynamics as a top 
U.S. arms contractor has been 
clouded by a Navy decision to bar 
the firm from new military business 
until fraud charges rising from past 
Pentagon billings are settled. 

The navy Tuesday suspended the 
St. Louis-based company from re- 
ceiving new military contracts for the 
second time this year, after the firm 
and four past and present executives 
were indicted on Monday on charges 
of fraudulent billing. 

General Dynamics, the third- 
la rgest U.S. mflitaty contractor, 
with S6 billion a year in government 
business, has denied all wrongdoing 
^-ind says the dispute over $7.5 mil- 
lion of charges on a Pentagon gun 
project should be resolved in civil 
proceedings. 


LONDON (Reuter). - With gold 
and silver prices bogged down by 
ovecsupply and high interest rates, 
platinum is taking over as the bright- 
est investment prospect among pre- 
cifms metals, analysts say. 

Precious metals prices have 
slumped since the heady days of 
1980, because high interest rates and 
low inflation have made other in- 
vestments appear more attractive. 

While gold and silver remain in 
the doldrums, platinum last week 
reached its highest level for 16 
months on world bullion markets, 
touching $356 an ounce. 

Most analysts said they espected 
platinum to turn in the strongest 
performance of the three metals 
over the next few months, and silver 
the worst. 

Platinum prices have been 
boosted by tight supplies and fears of 


disruption to supplies from strife- 
tom South Africa. 

“Platinum has a high exposure to 
South Africa. Eighty per cent of the 
western world's production comes 
from South Africa,” said Alan Davi- 
son, of London traders Shearsoo 
Lehman Brothers. 

While gold would remain in the 
$300-350 range in the near future 
and silver might slip below $6 an 
ounce, platinum prices would rise, 
he predicted. 

“Platinum has been leading the 
way for the past six weeks. In the 
first quarter of next year we will see a 
sustained recovery," said another 
analyst. 

For most of 1985, platinum traded 
more cheaply than gpld. but it was 
fixed at $343.80 an ounce in London 
on Tuesday, a premium of more than 
$22 over gpld, which was fixed at 
$321.50. 


Despite loweT interest rates and a 
slumping dollar, factors which nor- 
mally support gold, the metal has not 
managed to break out of its recent 
narrow range of $300 to $330. 

- “Gold is doing appallingly badly, 
considering what has happened to 
interest rates and the dollar,” Davi- 
son said. 

Although around 60% of the 
west's gold is produced in South 
Africa, fears of disruption there 
have not had the same effect as in the 
platinum market, Davison said. 

This was because central banks 
housed supplies of gold bullion equal 
to 40 years of South African produc- 
tion, be said. 

The market had also been flooded 
by heavy bullion sales from South 
Africa and the Soviet Union, while 
mining production of gold had gone 
up in Brazil, Canada and Australia. 


Defence Secretary Caspar

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The price of vigilance 


THE LARGE-SCALE military exercise staged by the IDF in 
the Negev yesterday was an annual routine, but its significance 
need not have been. Israel is still in a state of formal 
belligerence with all its Arab neighbours, save Egypt, and 
renewed war remains a distinct possibility despite the current 
talk of peace. 

Danger of war, as in biblical times, looms mainly in the 
north. Militant Syria, though still seeking “strategic parity” 
with Israel, may decide to catch this country napping again, 
even before its own array has been sufficiently prepared for 
war. The immediate casus belli could be the remote control of 
Lebanon. Two weeks ago Israel airforce jets shot down two 
Syrian fighters that appeared to be challenging the IDFs right 
to keep surveillance over Lebanese territory. On Monday an 
army infantry unit went beyond the “security zone” in southern 
Lebanon to strike at Syrian-sponsored terrorists belonging to 
Ahmed fibril's outfit, who were said to be readying attacks 
inside Galilee. 

Plainly, constant vigilance is the price of Israel's security - if a 
repetition of the October 1973 “mishap” is to be prevented. 

But what is the right price of vigilance? Israel is already the 
highest per capita spender on defence of any developed country 
in the world. Yet it is facing a large group of more or less hostile 
Arab oil - and oil beneficiary - states which, despite their 
relative “underdevelopment,” can, with the aid of outside 
powers, easily outspend it in the search for more, and better, 
armaments. 

In the 1970s, especially, this caused the military balance in 
the area to turn dangerously against Israel, and it forced an 
arms race in which the Jewish state had to take an active part. 

To be sure, Israel can never hope to match the Arabs gun for 
gun. The country's military edge must forever be essentially 
qualitative. But maintaining that edge, too, is enormously 
expensive. These days, after the spending spree of the Likud 
years. Israel is faced with the necessity to cut its budget, not 
least its budget on defence . 

As its contribution to the national belt-tightening the Minis- 
try of Defence reluctantly agreed to cut its share in the budget 
by some $700 millionJBut Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin drew 
a line at that figure' which, he claimed, already meant cutting 
into “the living flesh.” Israel, Mr. Rabin warned, was the only 
country in the area to reduce its military expenditures, and at a 
time when the Arab states were aU increasing their defence 
budgets. 

This evaluation has now been contested by an analyst in Tel 
Aviv University's Jaffee Center for Strategic Studies, who 
showed that the huge drop in Arab oil revenues since 1981 has 
resulted in a sizable reduction in Arab military spending. 

The argument was too well substantiated to be lightly 
dismissed. So this week the army spokesman has come up with 
a fresh theory. The Arabs may indeed have decreased their 
defence spending somewhat, but - Jordan apart - they still 
outspend Israel militarily in absolute terms, and as a percentage 
of their total budgets. Thus Israel's “declared defence budget” 
in 1985/86 is said to amount to S2.6 billion, representing 10.6 
per cent of the national budget - while Syria, Israel’s main 
adversary, was set to spend on arms in 1985 no less than $3.3 
billion, which would come to 30.3 per cent of its budget. 

An impressive argument, on the face of it: but it involves 
some terminological inaccuracy. 

Israel's actual military budget for the present fiscal year is 
much closer to $4.5 bilUon, when U.S. aid is included along 
with such items as Nil payments for reserve duty, and interest 
on past military procurement; while Syria's, as reported by the 
army spokesman, must include Saudi and Soviet assistance. 

No doubt the Arab states still greatly outspend Israel on 
arms, and will continue doing so. But, as Mr. Rabin himself 
observed while in Washington last month, present conflicts 
among Israel’s enemies - not least the Iraq-Iran war - provide 
this country with a breathing spell during which it could safely 
reduce spending on defence. He was referring to past defence 
cuts: but the logic applies, at least for a while, to future cuts too. 

Constant vigilance is needed in safeguarding not only the 
country's defensive capability, but its economic viability as 
well; the two are closely interdependent. 


Brave and wise 


IN A GLARING departure from the practice of all his 
predecessors. President Chaim Herzog last night addressed the 
national convention of the country’s most widely execrated 
political organization: the communist party. 

It was to be expected that the decision to do so - which Mr. 
Herzog had reportedly taken on his own, without consulting 
anyone outside the presidential mansion - would arouse some 
protest. A number of Soviet aliya activists were displeased; 
Tehiya was outraged. 

In pre-empting the protests yesterday. Mr. Herzog sent word 
that he viewed himself as president of ail the people, and would 
address the national forums of all political parties - except 
those that deny the right of any section of the citizenry to live in 
the democratic State of Israel. Besides, the president saw his 
address to the assembled Rakah delegates, and to the invited 
communist guests from abroad, as an opportunity to contribute 
to the thawing of relations with the Soviet bloc and to the 
opening of Russia's gates for the exodus of Jews wishing to go 
home to Israel. 

The text of Mr. Herzog’s brief address was not calculated to 
still the criticism it occasioned even before its delivery. For the 
president had not gone to Haifa to insult his hosts, nor to 
harangue them. He deliberately accentuated the positive 
aspects of past relations between Israel and the lands of 
communism, in the obvious hope of eliciting a positive response 
that might be expressed in future action on their part. 

In fact Mr. Herzog addressed himself not so much to Rakah - 
although he made it plain that he considered this party, unlike 
Kach, to be operating within the framework of the Declaration 
of Independence - but to the Soviet Union. He hailed the 
contribution of the Soviets in the war against nazism and their 
invaluable diplomatic and military aid to the Jewish people in 
the rebirth of the state, and he expressed the hope for a more 
balanced Soviet stand on the dispute between Arabs and 
Israelis. 

Although he rather softpedalled the issue of aliya from the 
Soviet Union, he left no doubt that the present draconian 
Soviet restrictions on Jewish emigration were a major stumb- 
ling block to improved relations. 

All in all, it was presidential diplomacy at its best.

I DON’T INTEND to add my two- 
cents to the already heated debate 
about the Jona than Pollard affair 
itself, because I know ordy what I 
have read in die press and seen on 
T.V., and because some of the 
“facts” being bandied about so free- 
ly are far from being conclusively 
established. 

The matter is certainly serious 
enough without everybody who 
thinks that he possesses some "‘facts' 
trying to get ipto the act. Nor does it 
serve any purpose at this juncture to 
remind people that the U.S. has 
often engaged in “information- 
gathering” activities inside Israel. 

, One must conclude, however, that 
even when there is a “special rela- 
tionship" between two countries -or 
rather particularly then - one must 
be specially careful not to make 
foolish mistakes, which could harm 
this relationship. It would be dis- 
turbing if this lesson were not 
learned by all. 

But equally disturbing is the de- 
mand of the American Government 
to interrogate, or to “question,” as 
some of U.S. spokesmen prefer to 
call it, diplomatic representatives of 
Israel, and the suggestion that the 
U.S. had the right to “full and 
prompt access” to them, as Charles 
Redman, a State Department 
spokesman, put it. 

It is a generally recognized princi- 
ple of international law that a state's 
diplomatic envoys of whatever rank 


are sacrosanct; even were they do 
engage in illegal activities, they must 
be exempted from every kind of 
“criminal jurisdiction by the receiv- 
ing states” (International Law, 
Oppenheim/Lauterpacht ) . 

It may be argued that mere “inter- 
rogation" or "questioning” is not 
covered by this rule, but I doubt 
whether this distinction bolds water. 
Thus, were persons enjoying di- 
plomatic immunity to be exposed to 
any sort of interrogation, question- 
ing or even “interviewing” by the 
FBr or other law' enforcement offi- 
cials, this would certainly constitute 
a breach of the accepted order of 
things. It would be unfortunate if 
Washington officials thought that 
because of their country's special 
relationship with Israel and the lat- 
ter’s excessive dependence on 
American aid, the above rules can be 
ignored. 


THE U.S. Government, on the 
other hand, was certainly entitled to 
expect “full and prompt coopera- 
tion” from Israel (to quoteMr. Red- 
man once again) in order to clarify 
all the relevant aspects of the affair. 
The Government of Israel has acted 
wisely in deciding to comply with this 
request. 

The U.S. Administration should, 
however, also give some thought to 
another aspect of the imbroglio. The 
Pollard affair could create an anti- 
Israel atmosphere among some seg- 


ments of the American public. While 
particularly harmful to the immedi- 
ate interests of Israel, this' c6uld 
willy-nilly bring about a situation 
that no responsible person in Amer- 
ica really wants. The American 
media has played a part in fanning - 
the flames, such as ABC-TVs 
sensation-seeking allegation that 
Pollard might have met with Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres or members 
of his entourage during the premier's 
visit to the U.S. 

Experience has shown that 
whenever certain items tend to 
appear with unusual frequency in the 
media, and in almost identical 
fashion, especially with regard to 
foreign affairs, one can sometimes 
trace them back to official or off-the- 
record utterances by U:S. Admmistra- 
tion spokesmen.' In this respect. 
President Ronald Reagan’s special 
effort to refrain from mentioning the 
Pollard case in his recent speech is 
especially commendable, proving as 
it does that the U.S. chief executive, 
perhaps more than some of his offi- 
cials, is well aware of the need to get 
Israel-American relations bade to 
normal. 

Without wanting to minimize the 
seriousness of what has happened, 
one cannot avoid the. conclusion that 
in part the magnified exposure given 
to the Pollard affair steins from die 
fierce in-fi ghting between the FBI 
and other American intelligence and 
security agencies. Be this as it may, it 
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should be remembered that an im- 
portant and mutually beneficial 
cooperation between Israel and the 
U.S. exists in the field of intelligence 
and combatting tenor. It would not 
be presumptuous to say tbat the U.S. 
has benefited from this cooperation 
no less than Israel has. It is precisely 
this cooperation that could fall , vic- 
tim to the present goings-on . 

The U.S. and Israel have common 
enemies and face some of the same 
dangers. There is, of course, no 
symmetry, Israel being dependent 
on U.S. support in more than one 
respect. Although the U.S. has in 


STRIKING the right balance has 
always been difficult.

Take public transport. All over 
the civilized world, methods have 
been devised for eliminating the 
tune-wasting and nerve-racking sys- 
tem whereby drivers collect passen- 
ger fares. Automatic ticket vendors, 
honesty-boxes and even free trans- 
portation - all these means and 
others have been and are being used 
to obviate the anachronism of the 
fare-collecting driver. But in Israel 
the transport cooperatives are either 
indifferent to progress or unwilling 
to admit its existence. 


In Haifa, for example, the journey 
from Tel Aviv takes about 75 mi- 
nutes, and to travel from the Central 
Bos Station to the residential dis- 
tricts of Ahuza or Nevefa Sha’anan 
another hour. One repeatedly bears 
Haifa residents complain that they 
would gladly leave their cars at home 
if only public transport were half- 
way worthy of that name. The result 
is a profusion of private cars with 
air-pollution, traffic-jams and road 
accidents.

Why do citizens so meekly and 
docilely accept what cooperatives 
offer as public transport? The coop- 


OR WITNESS the snail’s pace at 
which the road-building pro gramme 
is proceeding- The danger such 
roads as the Acre-Nahariya or 
Ashkelon-Ashdod roads present to 
all who use them has been officially 
recognized. Again and again, these 
roads have claimed human lives, 
because they are too narrow and 
should consist of four lanes instead 
of two. Recently J drove a full 11 
kilometres in a convoy behind a 
truck on the Ashdod-Ashkelon road 
before it was posable to overtake 
safeiy.FfrJm time to time some vehi- 
cle broke ranks and overtook 
dangerously. This is, of course, inex- 
cusable, but the provocation is in- 
tense.. 

Why haven't the roads been wide- 
ned long ago? True, some work is in 
p r o gre ss, and on some sections of 


these roads there is evidence of 
widening being carried out. But still 
only two lanes remain available for 
drivers to use. “Budgetary limita- 
tions,” say the authorities, and no 
doubt this- is the truth, but since 
when do budgetary limitations jus- 
tify the shedding of blood? And 
make no mistake about it: the price 
for not widening these roads is paid 
in blood. 

Why do the citizens who frequent 
these roads take it so quietly? Why 
aren't the ministers concerned over- 
whelmed with petitions and letters? 
Why aren’t there more demonstra- 
tions - peaceful ones, of course, and 
with police permission? Ministers, 
Knesset members, mayors are all 
sensitive to public opinion. But the 
public must learn to make its voice 
heard and its opinion felt.

Anyone who 
has ever had die misfortune to wit- 
ness shehita knows that, contrary to 
what one is led to believe, the unfor- 
tunate animals do not die swiftly and 
painlessly. Large animals take five to 
six minutes to die, bellowing and 
writhing in agony as their life blood 


seeps away. It is hard to believe that 
this form of daughter can find favour 
in the eyes of a merciful God, no 
matter what Halacha says about it. 


The World Society for the Protec- 
tion of Animals is not, as far as I 
know, an anti-Semitic or anti-
